QUESTION OF THE DAY. 

Tho union (iin.'.<tiuii ia apparuntly tnkcMi 
by many, boili iiisiJo and dntaide of ilic 
House of Assembly, to ab«brb' lhat of our 
fioe port «ysiein> and. we find ' iiome of thos^ 
boDoiable Wembera' who are for nuion ot any 
pricu, making use of olaboralc arguments in 
proof of llio inappliciibilily of itie [jrout priu 
ciplea of freo irude to the interests of our 
cuiooy. . Thero is no doubt tbat a union with 
British Columbia might possibly lead to the 
Imposition of an import duty at Victoria, but 
to assume that result, as tho noccoary conae- 
qaenco and elTcct of a unioii, is to show a 
wealiiiesH in the cause wliicli all true sup- 
porters of the union policy must regret, lor 
■ucb aiU'itsBamtilioD woaldi in point of 
fact, amount' io"aD"'iadiiilEsiba 'tliitr'aricr a 
uotOD of the colonies the interests of Vancou- 
ver would be Hiergod in, or sueciimb lo, those 
of British Columbia. It is true that in 
minor details what is for the benefit of one 
colony may possibly mililalo, for the iiioiiieni, 
against the inloresls of tlio other, but upon 

„n ; w.(.i.,.^ia /..iL-m 

to bo most closely nllioil ; tlio prosperity and 
development of tho one will at all t'mes in- 
fluence tho riso and progress of the other. 
Union is not a question to ba considered as 
niTecling the interests of the respective towns 
of Victoria and .New Westniinslor only. If 
we cannot have a union which shall so oon- 
Boliduto tho interests of tho two eulirs colo- 
nies as to mako Ibeoi ideqtieal we qanpqt .see 
thai the utiion'will be compiote. If the de- 
liberations and mc.isures of a parliament sit- 
ting to make laws for the united countries 
are to bo intliieiiced and biiissed by tlio res- 
pective partizans of tho two towns, and the 
House of Assembly is to be divided into two 
parties representing tbeirindividaai interests, 
then we would hesitate in our advocacy of a 
union which would be merely nominal, inas- 
much as such a divifion of parties would 
most inevitably iniliiale ntriiiiist that which 
it ought to be tho chief ambition of all true 
statesmen in both colonics to promote, the 
derelopmaot and prosperity of the entirely 
of the Brilisli possessions on the Pacifio. 
If we arc to have a union, to hu successful, it 
must bo on a broaii basis ; local interests must 
yield to national reipiiremcnts, and intcrnul 
jealousies must not be suffered to weaken Ibe 
councils of the state. 

Protection to,,agricalturo for many years 
maintained in England, and wos not without 
its advocates up lo'a comparatively late date, 
and although at liomo it may be tal;en lo be 
altogether defunct, it by no means follows 
tbat in some colonies it raoy not be for a time 
desirable ; but this must mainly depend upon 
the ppsitiOD'iV'batAral- resources and capnbili-- 
ties of the individual colony. .If a slight pro- 
tective duty will operate ,to euoourago the 
cultivation of la'id which would without it be 
a wilderness, then the peculiar necessities 
ofsucb a tounirjr- may jiiatify the import of 
such a tax ; and if It tends'to develop and 
encourage any manufactures which could tiot 
ba carried on in competition with free trade 
prices, then for a time protection may be 
tolerated. But, on the other hand, if wo are 
to look to commerce and trade as the main 
support of the commuriityj r^arding agricul- 
ture, manufacture, 'odd ibe development of 
the natural resources of the country as ad- 
janctu only to Its prosperity, then protection 
must give way to tho liberal commercial sys- 
tem of the present age. 

If Victoria is ever to become the chief 
emporium of , trade on the I'acific Coast, it 
must be on the broad principles ol free trade 
Our Island 'and.' ^Singapore cannot fairly be. 
compared except as markola of exchange 
European traders do not in genoial go to 
tropical countries with the view of improving 
the laud. Commerce calls tliBm to that cli- 
mate, and it is commerce alune wlileh bus 
made tbe town of Singapore a place of great 
mercantile importance within the last ten 
years. If it be a heap of barren rocks, ns 
suggested by an honorable member in his 
argument against tlie Iree port system, anion" 
the fissures of tlio,-'e barren rocks are produced 
what is sufficient for tliu support of tho deiii- 
zena of a country as thickly populated ns any 
part of Scotland ; and tho vary ease with 
which the natives can grow the riee. cocoa- 
nuts, and snjar-cane, which nro alone 
their necessaries of life, has led not 
only lo their being an enervated and 
rapidly degcncratitjg race, but has induced a 
corresponding, and comparin;; them with their 
counlrymeu in other parts of tlio world, unu- 
sual idleness and want of energy on the part ol 
The Chinese, who are the principal planters 
of rice, sugar, spices, and pinos, which grow 
almost wild in .Singapore in greater luxuri- 
ance than can be attained by the highest 
cultivation in any other pari of tbe world. 
Tbe prospects of that country, so far as the 
development of its internal resources arc 
concerned, does not deponil upon a freo port, 
but the in^en.'.sts of comincrce w hich are of 
far greater importance to thoso who govern 
Singapore demand free trade. ,Mr. I'l dwell 
atlempls 16 treat the mnrcantile prosperity ol 
this city and colony as a matter allecting 
only tho interests of a few merchants on 
Wharf and Store streets. If such a position 
ns this be once assumed by our legislators — 
if such a policy be tolerated for a moment, il, 
in a word, tbe commercial and agricnituial 
interests of the colony are to be separated, 
when they ought lo be, and essentially are, 
one and indivisible, then our own' councils 
would be divided irisiicli a manner as would 
weaken our influence and very much injure 
our position in a united parliament. 

OCBAKIC CbMMTTNIOATIONi 

Wo fully concur with mir correspondent 
'' Nidrab" in the opinion expressed by him as 
to the waot.pl a. direct line or^tean^ers from 
hereto Panafna. Prom the general lone ol 
the English Press upon occasions which brii.g 
thcso colonies into public notice, as well as 
from private sources, wo arc led to believe 
that we may cvpect a coiiRiderablo increase 
to our population uc.\l spring. Wo do not 
anticipate nor do we desire to 8ee,iaiiy .extra' 
ordinary rush, but everything points to ihe 
probability'of a gradual and steady influx of 
setllcrs, and tto accounts which have reached 
Kngland during the course of this year res- 
pecting the extent and riches oflhc gold fields 
olBrilish Columbia, will, without doubt, at- 
tract mai^y advooturous spirits to our shores, 
to test the truth ol the report for thcrn'selves. 
We have no reason to believe ihiit any 
iubsetiuent nccounia will lu\vi> the ellect ol 
oounloracling tho iniprcssiou now obtaining 
at homo respecting thoso co'onies; those 
near tho sceno of thu mining operations feal 
tbe influence of every itain of ialeli|geocp,; 
and good and' bitd oew's ftooi the miaos ;aot

npon public feeling in Victoria aa a change 
of weather acts upon the mercury in a bar- 
ometer ; at a distance the good news is heard, 
but not much is said about the numerous 
disappointments which must uouslanlly occur 
to those engaged in an 'occupation of such 
uncertainty as tbat of gold mining. Accounts 
of big strikesV'anS of fortunes being realized 
invariably" finijl their way abroad, and even 
where a most faithful account is given of tho 
h&rdnbips, risks and !a,b(ir w.biob.lbe miner 
has to encounter, tho 'reader ata distance 
is far more apt to pay undue , attention to the 
bright ?ido of the picture wbich gives a glow- 
ing account of the great successes of the lew, 
than lo dwell upon the reverse, and, conse- 
quently, an excitement in favor of our partic- 
ular gold fields is readily raised and easily 
kept up; whilst tlie desires and feelings of 
tho niigral9ry.pairlioQ of tho population tend 
10 prevent tbe extinction of such excitements. 

With au increasing population and with a 
desire and euipiiry for belter communication 
with Kuglaud, the iieoesiity for o direct line 
of steamers, becomes,' .with 4be arrival of every 
iifail,' more^appa'te'ot, and <iio quite agree with ' 
our corresponilcnt in thinking that it is desir- 
able for the public of Victoria to lake some 
action in this iiiat;cr, and the sooner the bet- 
tor, as wo have reason !o believe that tbe 
Royal Mail Packet Company bavo tho estab- 
lishment of this line unde.r ooi)sideralioO|;and 
that more baa been don6 in^tbe matter' than 
has at present been made public. A move- 
ment oa the part of the public might there- 
fore givo the requisite impolus iu the right 
direction.

The adjour<»pdainqo,«Bt.,0,n Ihe body of 
George Gray; rtho'died suddenly on .Monday 
last,, waft ,beM yesterday at 7 p. m. in the 
Bboinerang Inn, befoiro Dr. Oickaon, Coroner, 
and n jury, of which Mr. K. R Tliomas was 
foreman. 

The following witnesses wera called ■ 

Fraiicis Dickinson, BLepry'Ii^?'?**'* """^ **^' 
ward J. Rise, from whose evidence it ap 
poarcd that at a quarter lo 1 p. m. decoufoil 
was loft in the shop at work, apparently nuitu 
rational, but lucking somewhat iho worse 
from having been previously drinking. At a 
quarter past 1 Uoborts entered the shop, and 
Inund him trying to vomit. He said lie was 
sick, and exclaimed " For God's sake take 
mo !" Roberts got him uj) stairs, placed 
him on a bed, and tl>eu caused Dr. Ilaggiii 
and Mr. Zolnor lo be fetched. Or. Trimble 
was also sent for, hut when he arrived Gray 
bad breathed his last. Deceased was asked 
v?hat he had tiikon, but would say nothing, 
except that he had not eaten mushrooms. 
He lold Roberts when he was taking him up 
stairsl'tto ' ho had something important lo 
tell hiBB, but he appeared unable to give 
nMcrance to it. A bottle containing slryeli- 
nine used for poisoning rats was proved to 
havo been standing oh a shelf and on senrcl:- 
ing the room after Cray's decease, tho phial 
was found nnder his bed. Decea.=ed drank 
freely nt times, was violent when into.vicaled, 
and occasionally when sober, much deprcssi-d 
in spirits. 

Dr. Ilaggin deposed— I am a doctor of 
medicine. Ou Monday, at "2:30, was calhid 
to see the deceased ; fouud him on his bed, 
lying on his left side, his body slightly 
Hexed, hands thrown up lo bis face, which 
was buried in tho pillow ; ho seemed to be in 
great agony, with a disposition to vomit. 1 
asked him what he bo had been eating, he 
made no reply ; he denied having ealeu 
Uluahrooms ) ho said tho pain ho lelt was in 
the stomach. I felt his stomach, it was very 
Unso, he was in profuse perspiration, pulse 
quick, an<f contracted, face and eyes rod, 
considerable saliva round tho mouth, he was 
tfenjulouB,and twitching from head to foot, 
constantly giving exclamations of pain. 1 
first ordered an emeticit did uot act ; applied 
» mustard Tpoullico- oyer the abdomer... syinp- 
toma all the lime growing worse. Then . 
hira a draft of chloroform and laudanum, 
but it was with great diflieulty I got him lo 
•wallow. He was apparootly rational and 
repeatedly calledjor water, but when handed 
to bim be saia "" wail" as if lo become more 
eompoacd. Shortly after tetanic con 
eame on, in which all the muscles seemed 
to be engaged, face livid and cougcsled. J 
(heo attempted to extract blood from him, 
but it flowed very sluggishly and was e.\- 
trcraely dark. Also used injections of a stim- 
ulating character, but nothing seemed to 
palliate tho symptoms. The loss ho was dis- 
turbed the easier he appeared, moving or 
touching him aggravated the 8pa8!n8. .Ho had 
four or five convulsive tils and Iboii'espired. 
I made a post mortem examination ut half 
past ei.v thai; evening. The heart had evi- 
dences of old standing diseases, such as ad- 
Lesion in' tho investing membrano ; lungs 
congested, but otherwise healttiy ; liver en- 
larged and of a tawny color; there was about 
eight ouucea of fluid in tho stomach, and on 
the internal coat a large patch of inflamma- 
tory redness. I preserved tho stomach and 
its contents, and on the nexl day I g.ivo a 
pup about a month old linll' an ounce of the 
contents, it prcdocod death in 15 minutes, 
the aymntoms of the patient and ttioae of the 
dog were of poisiining by 3tryolinln«. and 1 
am of opinion that deceased came to liu 
death (tom.^takin^ that poison. From the 
lime I was called In to iba time of bis death 
it might bate beW from' hall to three quarters 
of an hour. . 

Tho Coroner hero stated that the evidence 
o( Dr. Haggin was so conclusive thai he did 
not think It was necessary to call further evi- 
dence, it would only be for the jury to con- 
sider whether the deceased was at tlio time 
of louud mind, and whether he took liie poi- 
aon wilfnlbr'.Jli'l' a 'y'>=* ^ "^'^ destruction, 
or it WM'aamimstcrcd by somu other potson. 

The Jury, after deliberating a few minutes, 
retatned a verdict of suicide from taking 
BtrychninB while in o.fit of temporary lu- 
ssnity. Twolijrors and tho coroner dissented 
from Iho' vardiot in so far as Iho stale of the 
deceased's mind was concornedi

The House went into committee on the 
union, Mr. Bayley in the chair. 

Mr. Burnaby said that until a few days 
iigo he had been a believer iu the proipar- 
ous and flourishing condition of tho colony 
of Vanoonver Island j ho had looked at the 
number of our stores and warehouses, the 
size aud inorsasiog extent of our wharves, 
Iho uunaber of vessels arriving in our port 
with laigo «n(l valuable cargoes of goods, 
the formation and impiovoment of our slreels, 
AS substantial and encouraging Bigns of oui 
prooress arid improvement; outsida of the 
town he saw ssttlemefts springinR up, tho 
cultivation of 'the soU rapidly extending, and 
he thought that we wore on the highway to 
prosperity. But suddenly we are told in this 
House that we are " in a doobtful, dillicult 
and dangorou.s position," that'-Uoless wo can 
effect a union with British Oolombii^we can 
not e.Kist much longer as a'nfoSperoBs'r.om- 
iminity.niid that we are to be forced Irom mere 
pecuniiirv inoiives into this union— this mar- 
rini;a ror inoncy. In order to see the advau- 
tai'T'S (if llie proposed union we must con.sider 
tho iireseot coiidili.. ii of the two oolonies. 
VVe are told of tlio enonnods acreai;a of 
Brilish Columbia, and o( our own small ter- 
ritory. We must remember that tlie popula- 
tion ot the ncitjtiborinp; colony cuii.sists 
chielly ol miners, of whom a laryo propor- 
tion are foreign lo English rule; the towns 
are mere mining towns, there being acluiilly 
no settled and established place cxce[)t Now 
Weslminsler, a capital winch has .Htriigiiled 
to maintain an appoaranco lo wliich it has no 
pretentions. It U only nt llie present lima 
tluU Her Majesty's Government has thoujjh 
lit to give tliei.i .some approach to repreion- 
lutive insliiutions, and Ihosa are of that very 
limited nature which oro suitable to a new 
and nnseitled country.
